New Delhi, the 18th August 1971 


No. 17(4)/71 -Tex(l).—The Government of India have decided to leconstitute the 
Cotton Advisory Board originally set up in October, 1950 and subsequently recon¬ 
stituted in August, 1957, February, 1962, January. 1965, May, 1967 and June 1909. 
The Board as now reconstituted will consist of the following:

Nine members of representing growers, one from each cotton grow¬ 
ing state as recommended by the State Government concerned, viz. Punjab, 
Haryana, Rajasthan, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Gujarat, Andhra Pra¬ 
desh, Mysore and Madras (Tamil Nadu.)
